There are now from 25,000 to 20,000 
persons out of employment in Okla­ 
homa, 
Mr. Connally estimated, as 
compared with 35,000 as shown by 
a survey made the middle of De 
cember, last. A revival of demand 
for workers began to make itself 
felt about the middle of February, 
he said. 
With the resumption of oil drilling 
which I? following the spring rains, 
many men will find work, the com­ 
missioner continued. 
As an example of the improved 
conditions, he called attention to the 
fact that on a recent morning the 
federal-state employment office here 
placed 
twenty 
men 
in jobs 
bfore 
IO o’clock. 
“ Please do not get the idea from 
this,” Mr. Conally said, “ that the 
unemployment problem in Oklahoma 
is solved. It is not solved— or even 
near solution. Although materially 
improved, the situation is yet dis­ 
tressing.

behooves everyone 
to 
continue to do all possible to furn­ 
ish 
employment 
for the 
army 
of 
men who still are out of work.”

W al­ 
ter Rathneau, the foreign minister, 
Robert Schmidt, minister of econ­ 
omics, and Dr. Adreas Hermes, min­ 
ister of finance, and followed in a 
second automobile by secretaries and 
experts of the German delegation, 
called on Premier Facta and foreign 
minister Schanzer.

Wirth 
expressed

the conference might fill 
the ex­ 
pectation of the suffering people of 
Europe, especially those of central 
Europe. He declared"Germany was 
ready to go to any length to obtain 
these objects.

confronting the conferees. While de­ 
clining to make a prediction as to 
what would be accomplished, he de­ 
clared :
